There are times when limitations 
of space are exceedingly irksome. For 
instance, I just got warmed up on the 
subject of anemia the other day when 
time was called and we had to hurry 
to press. Possibly some reader may 
recall that we had just dropped iron 
overboard and were delivering one of 
those well-known elusive answers to the 
query, “Well, then, what is one to do 
for anemia ‘if iron won't help it?’ 
when the bell rang and we knocked 
off work for the day. For fear no 
one will remember clearly I wish to 
affirm that I did think of a snappy 
last line, to wit, “Consult your phy- | 
sician,” but, believe it or not, I re- 
strained that impulse and let the read- 
er down gently enough by replying 
instead, “How did you get that way— 
how do you know you're anemic? If | 
you are quite sure about it, what 
caused the condition?” 

And there, pale people, is the nub 
of the question. You see there is only 
a good teaspoonful of iron in all the 
blood in a healthy adult’s body. There 
is seldom if ever any shortage of iron 
in our ordinary daily food. So if one 
does develop anemia, a weakening of | 
the strength of the blood, it is pretty) 
certainly not from lack of iron. Itj 
follows, then, that one can scarcely | 
hope to remedy the trouble by pouring 
in more iron, in medicinal or food 
form. That is the principal reason | 
why I arbitrarily assert that iron 18 
worthless as a remedy for anemia. 

Of course I am aware that this is 
almost heresy, but I have no fear that 
any physician can successfully contro- 
vert the belief I express. Formerly I 
myself earnestly believed that certain 
medicinal preparations of iron, prop- 
erly made and administered, were al- 
most a specific cure for a certain

Some time ago the supreme court of these United States relieved 
the railroads of all responsibility for crossing accidents. 

The decision is logical and sensible, as all law should be, for the 
train has an established track and scheduie, well known to the public, 
and the automobile is an invader appearing without warning. 

If necessary, the driver of the automobile must stop and leave his 
vehicle to investigate, for he uses the crossing only by sufferance and 
his rights end where they conflict with the right of the locomotive. =; 

A similar logic and common sense must prompt the court’s de- 
cision against drivers who use the left side of the highway, if ever a 
decision is asked. 

Each driver has the legal and moral right to use one-half of the 
highway—the right half—but his rights end and he becomes an in- 
vader when he pulls over to the left side. 

It is the common practice of all drivers, when their way is blocked 
by a slower vehicle, to pull over to the left side of the road and pass it. 

They are within their rights if the way is clear; but they use the 
left side of the road by courtesy only, as the automobile uses the rail- 
way crossing, and they are without any right at all if an approaching car 
needs that side of the highway. 

Under all circumstances, the driver turns to the left at his own 
risk and peril, and if a collision follows, he alone is to blame. 

American automobiles kill and maim more people every year than 
the A. E. F. lost in a like period during the war. 

The butchery continues because each driver knows he will escape 
punishment if his recklessness results in tragedy. 

Juries and lay investigators describe these tragedies as “unavoidable 
accidents,”’ but that is a foolish contradiction in terms. 

All accidents are avoidable, for they are departures from the normal 
and right. 

If a car wrecks, the driver has been drinking, or he was driving 
too fast, or he was on the wrong side of the road, or his brakes were 
useless, or he violated some common rule. 

In every “accident” some driver is at fault, and a fault that re- 
sults in tragedy is criminal negligence. 

Most of the highway accidents result from driving on the wrong 


' side of the road—usually in an effort to pass a slower car. 


This most prolific cause of homicide will be removed when the 
law regards a car’s presence on the wrong side of the road in the event 


‘of accident as conclusive evidence of criminal carelessness. 


The burglar’s presence in a house fixes his guilt, though he may 
steal nothing at all. 

The man who places a bomb is guilty before the bomb explodes. 

The driver surrenders all rights when he violates the rules, and 
the law must regard him as one willing to kill, for thus only can it dis- 
courage the butchery of the innocent.

Myron C. Taylor, chief financial of- 
ficer of the corporation, announced 
the general outline of the plan after 
it had been approved at a meeting of 
the board of directors yesterday. De- 
tails of the program, the amount to 
be sold, subscription price and ratio 
to present holdings are to be fixed 
later. 

The plan calls for an increase of 
the common stock, par value $100, 
from 7,533,210 to 12,500,000 shares. 

Regarding the plan to retire out- 
standing bonds, a statement said: 

“Funds reeeived from the sale to 
stockholders of the shares of common 
stock thus to be offered, together with 
such portion as the directors may then 
decide upon employing of the cash re- 
sources of the corporation in hand 
representing surplus and other re- 
serves, will be emplored to redeem by 
purchase and to call for retirement 
all or part of the bonds of the United 
Stetes Steel corporation as the direc- 
tors may elect, of which there were 
outstanding December 31, 1928, $134.- 
830.000 of 50-year 5 per cent gold 
‘bonds of 1951 and $136, 555,000 10 
60-vear 5 per cent bonds of 1963.”
